And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any 
tenant for life, hereby authorized to make such improvements as 
aforesaid, to apply to the Commissioners appointed for carrying into 
execution the purposes of an Act of Parliament passed in the first 
and second years of the reign of his late Majesty King William 
the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for Extension and Promotion of 
Public Works in Ireland," or any other Act to be hereafter passed 
for the like purpose, for the loan of any sum or sums of money for 

defraying 
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ilefraying the expenses of any such improvements proposed to be or 
in course of being made under the authority of this Act, at interest, 
after the rate and upon the terms mentioned in tlie said Act, or 
any other Act to be hereafter passed for the like purpose, for loans 
5 to individuals for the drainage or other improvement of lands. 

And be it Enacted, That the term “Tenant for Life" shall 
extend to any person entitled, either legally or equitably, to 
an estate or interest in any landb or other hereditaments for the term 
of his or her own life, or for any term of years determinable on his or 
lo her life, including all Corporations, aggregate and sole, and also all 
Bishops, Parsons and other Ecclesiastical Persons, as to lands 
or other hereditaments held by them in those respective characters ; 
but so that, as regards all Parsons and other Ecclesiastical Persons 
(except Bishops and Deans and Chapters), the consent of their 
1 5 Patron and Ordinary be obtained to the exercise of the powers of this 
Act; and in case such Ordinary or Patron shall not give such con- 
sent, a copy of such Petition as hereinbefore mentioned shall be 
served upon such Ordinary or Patron; and every such Ordinary or 
Patron so served with such Petition as aforesaid, shall be at liberty 
20 to attend before the Master to whom such Petition shall be referred, 
and to object to the proposal contained in such Petition. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the provisions of this 
Act shall not enable any Ixissee to charge or in anywise affect the S““"„ 
interest of his Landlord in any lands or other hereditaments held 
35 under or by virtue of a lease ; but nevertheless any Lessee being such t..ndlon3. 
tenant for life in possession as hereinbefore mentioned, shall and may 
exercise all or any of the powers of this Act, so as to charge or.ibind 
the interest of every person entitled or interested in remainder after 
the determination of the estate or interest of such tenant for life, Jo 
30 or in the term, estate or interest granted or created by the Ir^e
